MASSAORE IN COLOMBIA. 


Twenty-Five Jamaicans Butchered at 
Culebra Last Sunday—A New Treaty 
Affecting Traffic Across the Isthmus 
—Robber Preston’s Latest Escapade. 
PANAMA, May 5.—Sunday night last a fracas 

occurred between some Jamaicans and Nation- 

als at Culebra. ‘The latter were disarmed and 
afterward retired. After procuring reinforce- 
ments they returned and broke into the bar- 
racks where the Jamaicans were sleeping, and 
in the most barbarous manner killed twenty- 
five and wounded twenty others. Only one 

Colombian was killed and none wounded. The 

Jamaicans are leaving in great numbers.

It is reported on trustworthy authority that 

a treaty has been concluded between the Gov- 

ernment at Bogota and the Minister of the 

United States in respect to the security of the | 

transit across the isthmus.

‘this morning. A large building, whicn pal 


tained nearly a score of busy work- 
‘shops, giving employment to more than 
500 persons, crumbled to pieces with 


scarcely a moment's warning, carrying down , 
vnn it the rear extensions of a row of tene- 
“ment houses fronting on Atlantic avenue. 


Lives were lost, but how many is not yet 
known. The sweep of destruction was rapid, 
‘but not so rapid as to prevent the escape of 
‘most of the ocoupants of the buildmg. There 


were some unfortunate persons, however, who, 
| it is feared, were caught without any chance 


mo and buried under the walls that first 
e 

The area covered by the smoking, steaming 
ruins ircluded nearly one-fifth of the entire 
block. The fallen structure presented a solid 
‘brick front four stories high on State street, 
extending from No. 88 to No. 48 inclusive, a 


distance of about 200 feet. The structure ex- 
tended back toward Atlantic avenue, and its 
| rear walls came within a few feet of the rear 
walls of along row of old brick tenements and 
stores facing on the avenue. A portion of the 


building nearest Atlantic avenue was five 
stories high. 

The excitement in the neighborhood was in- 
tense. The air became filled with exaggerated 
reports of the loss of life. Fire and police 
alarms were sent out, and within ten minutes 


| from the firat sign of disaster the biook 


was surrounded by a line of police- 
The firemen turned their attention 
to extinguishing the flames, and the police en- 
deavored to control the excited crowd of spec- 
tators in order that systematic work of relief 
might be organized. The hundreds of working 
people who had escaped from the ruined build- 
‘Ings mingled with the crowds in the streets and 
added to the general excitement by their ter- 


ror-stricken exclamations. 


CAUBE OF THE ACCIDENT. 

When the excitement had somewhat sub- 
sided the conflicting rumors finally shaped 
themselves into this fact: That some workmen 
were engaged in putting a new girder under 
the westerly wall of building No.5. To this 
end jacks were employed. One had been 
screwed up so high that the other jacks bore 
no weight at ail, and, upon this fact being dis- 
covered, the foreman ordered the jack in qués- 
tion to be eased down. It was while men were 
engaged in doing this that the westerly wall, 
unevenly set, gave way and fell with a tremen- 
dous crash, carrying with it about one-third of 
the westerly end of the building. 

Almost simuitaneously flames burst forth in 


this building, being soap works. and a tin . 
‘tory, where furnaces were freely used, and the 


wall, falling upon the extensions of the dwell- 
ing-houses on Atlantie avenue, crushed them 
like sO many egg-shells, the cooking-stoves 
scattering their burning coals among the 
débris, starting the flames among the tene- 
ments. The houses damaged in this manner 
number from Nos. 49 to 63 Atiantic avenue. o 

On the east side of the gateway entrance is a 


row of flats running from Nos. 57 to 63 Atiantic . 


avenue. They are owned by Mr. Lindenberg, 
and are mostiy damaged in the rear, where the 
wings from the main building on State street 
almost connected with them. 
THE OCCUPANTS. 
No. 5 was occupied as follows:

‘manufacturers, had the whole of the top or 


fifth floor. They also occupied floorsin the 
main building, which fronted on State street. 


‘They alone employed about 300 bands. 


The fourth floor was occupied by C. W. But- 
ler & Co., tin dealers, who had one-half, and 
Benjamin Moore & Co., who had the other halt. 

Wiliiam Durst, metal spinner, had half of the 
second floor; the other portion was not occu- 
pied. 

George Young had half of the first floor as a 
machine-shop, and William Daniels, a machin- 
ist, the other half. 

These were all the occupants of the building 
where the calamity occurred. Those who 
rented space in the portions, according to the 
statement given by Mr. George L. Abbott, the 
agent, are: Thurber, Whyland & Co., scouring 
Charles Schwitter, watch-cases; J. U. 
Gerow, pencil-cases; the Columbia Rubber 
Works; George Whittaker & Co.; Ray & Co., 
watch-cases; Frank Whitner, Howard & Mohl.

When Mr. Abbott was asked how many men 
were in the building at the time it fell he said:

„We all tried to save ourselves at first, and 
most had got out whén the flames were dis- 
covered.

A few men are working, but the presence of 
the Marshals prevents intimidation. Travel is 
uninterrupted on the road and passenger-trains 
are carrying their full complement of people. 
Receiver Jackson said today: The. trains are 
running and the property is in the hands or 
the United States Marshals. I Know of no 
reason for the strike except the discharge of a 
lot of men who were not needea by 
the company.” The strikers held a meeting

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BURIED ALIVE. 

A Detailed Account cf the Snow-Slide 
Tragedy by Which Ten Young Colo- 
rado Miners Lost Their Lives. 
Sunday, April 26, Tun Tarsune published in 

a special dispatch a brief account of the disas- 

trous snow-slide in the Tennessee Pass, be- 


tween Leadville and Ked Cliff, Colo., by which 
eleven miners were buried alive. The follow- 


ing letter from a correspondent near the scene 


of the disaster gives the story in fuller detail: 

We have just had a terribie disaster in 
this neighborhood, which has caused the death 
of ten persons.. About six miles west of here 


and in plain sight there is a lofty range of 
mountains which rises many hundred feet 


above the line of arborescence. Up in this 
range and on the side of a high peak known as 
the Homestake Peak is located the Home- 
stake’ silver mine. It is one of the oldest 
mines in this part of the country, having been 
opened some fifteen years ago. About Dec. 1 last 
a party of ten young men procured a lease on 
this mine and moved in supplies of provisions, 
clothing, ammunition. and tools to last them 
through the winter. A few days ago some 
friends of these men who live in Leadville be- 
gan to think that a considerable time had 
elapsed since any of the boys at Homestake 
had been in town. Sotwoof these friends 
concluded to go out the next day (Friday, 
April 24) and oarry their mail, of which there 
was an accumulation at the Leadville. Post- 
Office. They arrived about noon near or at the 
spot where they supposed the mine tod be lo- 
cated, and, finding no habitation or mens 
of life, thought they must have missed their 
way and failed to find the per place. Re- 
turning they stopped at the t house on their 
way to Leadville and informed we proprietor 
there that they had failed to flud the mine and 
the habitation of their friends, and must have 
This proprietor, however, 
being well acquainted with the ‘locus of the 
ted therewith, was 


quite sure from descriptions given that the 


searchers had been at the spot where the hapi- 


tation should be fougd. He at once came to 
the conclusion tha}. the buildings at 
the mine bad been swept away by a 
snowslide and afi, the parties living 
there killed, and. getermined to go early 
next morning and for himself. He started 
out at 5 a. m. f his place, which is eight 
miles from the mige, and, arriving two hours 
later, where he the house should be, 
could gee no v of it. Returning to his 
bome he came town immediately and tele 
graphed to jes in Leadville the result of 
his search,

Sécretary Manning has corrected a mistake 
by deciding to reinstate Mr. Whitney as Chief 
Clerk of the Bureau of Statistics. The post- 
tion is one which requires a good executive 
officer and one who ought to be familiar with a 
great Variety of technical detail. A new Chief 
of the Bureau of Statistics will find himself in 
avery embarrassing position without the as- 
sistance of such a skilied subordinate as Mr. 
Whitney for years has proved himself to be. 
Those who understand the workings of the 
Bureau of Statistics know that it is in great 
measure Owing to Mr. Whitney’s ability 
that that bureau has been able to furnish satis- 
factory answers to the manifold demands upon 
it.

About a dozen tents re- 
main here. These are owned by colonists at 
present freighting to some of the Indian 
agencies, ana may not return for some days.

of the squatters had been ransacked by the 
Indians and all household effects stolen.

President Cable of the Rock Island, having 
partially recovered from his sickness, was 
present. There were also present Messrs. 
Hughitt, Chicago & Northwestern; Roswell 
Miller and J. F. Tucker, Milwaukee & St. Paul; 
F. B. Clark, St. Paul & Omaha; James Smith, 
Wabash; and T. J. Potter, Burlington. The 
meeting was rather an informal one, and 
lasted about two hours. It was decided 
to consider first the St. Paul, Minneapolis, and 
Northwestern affairs. It was the general opin- 
ion that the principal object in the way of a 
settlement of this fight was the milling-in- 
transit business, and this subject formed the 
topic of discussion. No iil-feeling or bitter- 
ness was evinced by any of those present, but 
80 far nothing has been accomplished to indi- 
cate that the end of the war is near at hand. 
The managers of the various roads do, not seem 


heretofore taken by them, and unless they 
should feel inclined to make concessions here- 
after it is safe to predict that the war will 
o on indefinitly. The General Manager of 
the Milwaukee & St. Paul stated that he 
was willing to have the ‘milling-in-tran- 
sit“ business pooled separately, but under 
no consideration would be consent to place it 
in the general pool. It was deemed inadvisa- 
ble by the managers of the other roads to take 
any action in regard to the future aisposition 
of this business until it had been determined 
what ig to be done regarding the milling-in- 
transit” business, which the Milwaukee & St. 
Paul bas refused to put into the general pool 
since the Northwestern Traffic Association was 
organized. It was contended that this busi- 
ness belonged to the general pool under the 
old agreement, but the Milwaukee & St. Paul 
people denied this and reasserted that it had 
never agreed to place this business in the pool. 
A proposition was made that this matter 
should be referred to arbitration, but the 
Milwaukee & St. Paul would not agree 
to it. It demanded that the question 
be definitly determined by this meeting. Dur- 
ing this discu&s:on the meeting adjourned until 
10 o’clock this morning, when the same subject 
will be further considered. It is hardly proba- 
ble that any definit action will be taken regard- 
ing this or the Omaba wars until the status of 
the Western Trunk Line Association (tripartite 
combination) bas been fully determined. 
The thirty days grace given by the tripartite 
arbitrators in which the Northwestern might 
report.its Nebraska business to the tripartite 
lexpired yesterday, and the Northwestern 
as failed to report that business in accordance 
with the decisions of the arbitrators. 
The arbitrators will meet at Com- 
missioner Vining’s office this morning 
to decide whether the Northwestern, by its re- 
fusalto report the business, has forfeited its 
membership in the Western Trunk-Line Asso- 
ciation. It is stated that under the terms of 
the tripartite agreement the arbitrators will 
have no other alternative than to decide that 
the Northwestern has forfeited its member- 
ship in the pool. A meeting of the General 
Managers of the tripartite roads wil! be held at 
Mr. Vining’s office tomorrow morning to con- 
sider means for reorganizing the association, 
which will be necessary if the Northwestern is 
deciared out, as new 122 tor the re- 
maining roads will have to be arranged. It is 
believed that the Northwestern will make no 
further attempt to remain in the association, as 
it is fully determined to at once extend its Sioux 
City & Pacitie Road througu Nebraska. If it 
remained in the association it would either 
have to forego the building of this line or pool 
the business from this line with the other 
tripartite lines, and this it does not mean to do. 
After the reorganization of the tripartite pool 
it will bave to be decided what is to be done to 
keep the Burlington and Northwestern from 
fighting the combination. As far as can be 
learned the Burlington is not disinclined to 
enter a paol or agreement with the tripartite 
lines, provided the latter will make favorable 
concessions as regards the Nebraska 
and Omaha and Council Bluffs business. 
If such an arrangement can be made with the 
Burlington the same terms as given to the 
latter will no doubt be offered to the North- 
western, and, as this road would be at a disad- 
vantage if compelled to fight alone, it is be- 
lieved that it will enter ultimately into such an 
arrangement rather than keep up the present 
disastrous wars. ö

A Case Involving the Validity of the 
Granger Law. 

Judge Gresham was engaged yesterday after- 
noon in hearmg an important test case involv- 
ing the validity of the Granger law of 1871, 
known as the Railroad and Warehouse law. The 
plaintiff is John B. Shelton, a shipper of stock 
at Cameron, III., and he charges that the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad Company 
charged him rates in excess of those fixed by 
the Railroad Commissioners for shipping his 
stock to Chicago. The suit is one of several 
brought under a statute forbidding railroad 
companies from making unjust discrimination 
or charging extortionate rates. It also pro- 
vides for the appointment of a Rai 
road Commission to fix a scehedule 
of the rates, and if any railroad company 
charges extortionate rates or rates above those 
fixed by the Commissioners the company shall. 
according to the Jaw, pay to the party aggrieved 
three thaes the amount eo illegally charged. 
The railroad company filed a plea setting out the 
grant in its charter providing that the company 
might prescribe such rates of toll as might be 
deemed suitable for its own interests, and 
claiming that that provision was a contract 
with the State on the faithof which the road 
was built, and that the law autborising the ap- 
pointment of a commission to fix rates was in 
violation of the charter concract, and void. To 


had no power to bind the State by such 
a contract and also that it never authorized 
the company to charge more than a reasonable 
rate, and that the Legislature nad by the act 


ot 1871 defined what was a reasonable rate. 


The question of the validity of this law is 


raised in a different form from the other simi-

East-Bound Freight Affairs, 

The General Freight Agents of the roads 
running east from Chicago held a meeting yes- 
terday at the office of Joint-Agent T. C. Moore 
for the purpose of discussing east-bound 
freight matters, and especially to tind out 
whether any of the roads were taking business 
at less than a 15-cent basis. Of course the rep- 
resentatives of all the roads emphatically de- 
nied that they were taking anything at a lower 


| rate, and declared that they dd not want any 


business ata lower rate. Communications from 
the joint agents at Peoria and Indianapolis 
were read bitterly berating the Chicago roads 
for not maintaining the 20-cent rate 
as agreed by the Managers’ meeting 
in this city a short time ago. The documents 
were laid on the table, as the Chicago Commit- 
tee had nothing to do with the making of that 
agreement, it having been made by the Gen- 
eral Managers themselves. Besides, it was 
claimed that the Peoria & Indianapolis Road 
bad not maintained the rates any better than 
the Chicago roads. Mr. Moore stated that he 
had written to President Devereux of the Bee 
Line, Chairman of the late Managers’ meeting, 
requesting him to send full advices as regards 
the present state of east-bound freight affairs, 
but bad received no reply. 

Subsequently the General Freight Agents of 
the Lake Shore, Michigan Central, Fort Wayne, 
Pan-Handle, and Chicago & Atlantic Roads 
retired and held a private consultation. The 
object of the conference was not divulged, but 
it is Delieved that it was in regard to a joint 
arrangement for meeting the competition of 
the West Shore, Grand Trunk, and other tines. 

As far as can be learned the 15-cent rate on 
grain is well maintained, but more or less out- 
ting on higher class articles is going on. It is 
learned that seed rates have been reduced from 
35 cents per 100 pounds to 20 cents, Chicago to 
New York. It is also reported that one road 
took fifteen cases of lard for Baltimore yester- 
day at a rate of 16 cents, which is one cent less 
than the prevailing rate.

CHESAPHAKE & OHIO ANAL. 


How Gorman First Came into Po- 
litical Prominence in Maryland as 
King of the Big Ditch. 

BAaLtmMorE, Md., May 5.-—{Special,]—The 
Chesapeake & Ohio Canal, that incubus to the 
State of Maryland and bone of contention of 
the Democratic politicians, is again in the 
courts. The trial of a suit for the appointment 
of a receiver has ended in the United States 
Circuit Court. ‘The original bill in this case 
was filed in January, 1880, by Daniel K. 
Stewart, one of the English bondholders. The 
court dismissed the bill in January, 1881, for all 
other purposes except the requirement that the 
canal company should render quarterly ac- 
counts of its receipts and disbursements for 
the information and protection of the bond- 
holders. Last fall a supplemental bill was filed 
praying for a sale of the canal and its toils for 
the purpose of paying the bonds secured by 
the mortgage of 1848, for the appointment 
of a receiver, and for an injunction 
to restrain the company from using any 
of the bonds issued under the act of 1878 and 
known as the repair bonds. The complainant 
claimed that the repair bonds were used for 
other purposes than repairing the canal. Dur- 
ing political campaigns in Maryland for the last 
twelve years the dana! management has always 
furnished a leadmg issue. Republicans and 
reform or independent Democrats have always 
advocated the sale of the canal as it is un- 


profitable and has for years been 
a constant source of expense“ and 
trouble to the State. During the trial 


several years ago startling developments were 
made of the extravagant manner in which the 
canal was managed—of the princely banquets 
the politicians at the head of it indulged in, 
and of how the canal was used as a refuge for 
political workers and rounders under the beck 
and call of Arthur P. Gorman, who for twelve 
years was President of the canal, and for 


a number of years has regulated the appoint- 
ments of the chief officers of the canal. 


None but Gormian men need apply for pos- 
tions on the canal. When the Hon. William T. 
Hamilton made bis great reform fight several 

years ago he showed up the management of 
the canal in a light that made the taxpayers of 
the State stand amazed at the extravagance. 
Gov. Hamiiton’s ** bombshell,"’ as it was called, 

and the exposition made atthe first trial of 
the case opened the minds of the people to 
the state of aff and since then they have 
been anxious for the State to rid itself of the 
elephant. The Treasurer of the Canal Com pa- 
ny testified that 247,000 repair bonds 
have been issued by the company, 

some of which have been used as collaterals. 

Sixteen locks were’ len ned at a cost of 
$135,000. Treasurer Gaui was asked what 
became of the large balance of $140,000 after 
the repairs, et¢., werd paid for during the years 

of 1880-81-83. He expfained that the greater 
portion of the surplus, ther with the bonds 


as sold,¢was applied to the debt occasioned by 
the freshet of 1877, the rs required cost- 
ing $228,000.

REPUBLICAN OR COSSACK? 

The present attitude of Russia forcibly re- 
calls a prophecy of the first Napoleon, made 
near the close of his eventful life, that within 
fifty years all Europe would be either Repub- 
lican or Cossack. He made the time a little 
too short, and perhaps misstated the direc- 
tion in wich the Great Bear of the northern 
regions would exert his best efforts; but no 
one can doubt that the speaker who on the 
Isle of St. Helena looked back regretfully 
upon his own career was able at the same 
time to cast the prophetic eye of a statesman 
into the future. He did understand the 
grasping power of Russia, and inferred the 
rest. To him it was the manifest destiny of 
the Cossack to surge over the lines that then 
bound him and subject to his rule a large 
part of the European and Asiatic hemi- 
sphere. The forecast has already become a 
part of history, 

This reaching out towards the south by a 
people in the sub-arctic regions of Asia is not 
without precedent. It is one of the grand 
movements of the race in its efforts to better 
its condition either by escape from the tyr- 
anny of rulers or in the search for sustenance 
which an increasing population had made 
scarce in the old home, If we assume as the 
most probable point for the origin or era- 
dle“ of the race a patch of land which is 
now. covered by the Indian Ocean, we can 
easily trace out by the aid of the candle of 
history about five grand divisions of migrat- 
ive effort, each of which extended over a 
range of many years, if not of several centu- 
ries. ‘The first exodus was towards the 
north, the very earliest stream probably{be- 
ing into the “‘ Flowery Kingdom.” This 

reaching out resulted in a scattering 
of population all over the Asiatic Con- 
tinent as far north as the Caucasus, and 
there the, tide halted because of the dif- 
ficulty ot obtaini.g food and keeping warm 
ina boreal climate. Then it was that the 
story of the ‘‘ Northern Bear” was started 
and the animal himself given a place in the 
constellations to signify that the countries 
to which the Rikshas” were vertical were 
the abodes of animals which could find a 
home amid eternal snow. After the popu- 
lation had increased in Asia sufficiently to 
permit the founding of cities and to make 
elbow-room scarce in some places there was 
a surging out towards the west, historic 
traces of which are to be found veiled in the 
Grecian mythology. This resulted in the 
population of Europe, the tide now 
spreading further norchward, as the 
climate on the western shore was tem- 
pered by the Gulf Stream, and. increas- 
ing knowledge had enabled the individual* to 
construct habitations and make clothing sui 
ed to a lower temperature than that necessary 
to the comfort of his ancestors. In the course 
of ages these more severe climatic conditions 
induced race changes, making the individual 
more rugged and robust and able to cope ad- 
vantageously with those of the farther south. 
Then a southward irruption began, many of 


the details of which have been preserved to 


us in the stories of barbaric invasion of the 
Roman Empire. The next flood of emigra- 
tion followed the discovery of the New 
World. Still later we have witnessed the 
settlement by Europeans of a continent in 
the Southern Ocean, and now the movement 
towards the south is again taken up by the 
successors to the barbaric hordes which dey- 
astated Southern Europe in the earlier part 
of the Christian era. | 

In all these cases, as in many of. the minor 
ones of which these are types, there has been no 
reason“ outside of the imperative one that 
the emigrating peoples wished to better their 
condition, ‘she rights of others who inhab- 
ited the countries invaded seem never to

MR. GLADSTONZ’S POLICY, 
The Tory papers of England are once more 


trying to goad Mr. Gladstone into war with 


Russia over a boundary line which has never 
yet been defined, but which Russia now says 
she is willing to settle by arbitration. The 
Tories in Parliament of the more radical 
kind, under the lead of Lord Randolph 
Charchill, are pursuing the same policy and 
are croaking about the Joss of honor as well 
as of the loss of India if Penjdeh is. ceded to 
Rugsia.. Meanwhile the unemployed and 
hothéaded officers in India, who want serv- 
ice so that they may have promotion, are 
bringing all their influence to bear upon Lord 
Dufferin, even to the extent of inducing his 
resignation, if reports are true. ‘The Globe, 
one of the most bitter of all Mr. Gladstone’s 
opponents, declares that the adjustment of 
the dispute is only a makeshift by which Mr. 
Gladstone intends to avoid trouble for the 
present and place it on the shoulders of his 
successor. 

But suppose Russia should demand Penj- 
It has not been 
in Afghan occupation for a century. When 
the Afghan troops moved up to it a few 
weeks ago there was not an Afghan in it. It 
was filled with Turcomans. The Ameers of 
Afghanistan long ago relinquished their au- 


thority over it. Indeed, the Afghans them 


selves do not know where their northern 
boundary lies. Suppose, on the other hand, 
England should act upon the insane demand 
of the Tories and attempt to defend. it, what 
would be the result? What could be the re- 
sult, even if France should join England as 
she did thirty years ago, but defeat? The 
topography of that country is a more terrible 
obstacle to England than a dozen Russian ar- 
mies. The Russians already hold it in their 
possession. They are the masters of that 
section, from which leads an easy valley road 
to Herat, only 200 miles away. They have 
the advantage of being 500 miles nearer to 
the key of India” than the English. They 


have no almost insurmountable ranges of 


mountains in their way to cross. Their ap- 
proach would not lie through a region inca- 
pable of subsisting an army. 

Mr. Gladstone, who is a thousand times 
wiser than these Tory hotheads who would 
drive him into war, knows that there is but 
one thing England can do in the present 
emergency, and that is to gain time until she 
can build her railroad from Quettah to Can- 
dahar and as much nearer Herat as possible; 
and that instead of losing India by ceding 
Penjdeh to Russia, as Lord Churchill claims, 
he is moving in the only way possible of 
saving it. Time is the indispensable neces- 
sity to English success, and he knows it. If 
England should go to war now India would 
indeed be imperiled. In.such a war success 
would be impossible. Afghanistan could not 
be saved. ‘The first defeat, or even the ap- 
pearance of Russia before Herat, would turn 
the Afghans against England. Even 
if the war were localized it could 
only end in defeat, in an immense 
increase of the debt, and a correspond- 
ing increase of taxation, which might leave 
her where France is now.. There are the ad- 
ditional perils that the war might not be 
localized, in which case England could not 
know what alliances Russia would make nor 
what would become of Egypt and Turkey. 
Under such circumstances war would only be 
the gratification of a barbarian passion, with 
the absolute certainty of defeat in prospect. 
We may well believe, however, that Mr.“ 
Gladstone will not allow himself to be 
swerved from his course. He is too saga- 
cious a statesman not to avail himself of the 
opportunity to gain time which has been of- 
fered him by the consent of Russia to accept 
the agency of arbitration in settling this 
quarrel. 


DEMOCRATIC DISSENSIONS. 
There are many signs that the Democrats 


. cannot stand prosperity. Among the uses of 


the long adversity which has clung to their 
party was the suppression to a large extent 
of their factional .quarrels and personal ani- 
mosities. Nothing was to be gained by press- 
ing these contentions while the party was out 
of power, and all the factions were willing to 
unite in a common scramble for the spoils. 
This tendency had an excellent. illustration 
in.the treatment of the vexed tariff question 
in the Chicago Conventigh. A nondescript 
platform was patched wp; and the rampant 
protectionist and the ‘etithusiastic revenue- 
reformer pooled their‘igsnes and went in to 
win, But now that the offices are at the dis- 
posal of the Democratic party and the Demo- 
cratic President turns out to be for a few 
months a mugwump with a disgusting bias 
in favor of civit-strvice reform, the faction 
leaders are begining to assert. themselves 
and the personal: animosities are coming out 
strong. * 

The recent declaration of war made by 
Senator Eustis of Louisiana against the mug- 
wumps in general and Mr. Cleveland in par- 
ticular has revived all the factional dissen- 
siois among the Louisiana Democrats. 
Charges and countercharges are made of cor- 
rupt practices. The latest contribution to 
the quarrel is furnished by James D. Hous- 
ton, who is the manager of the Eustis fac- 
tion. He has been interviewed by a New 
Orleans newspaper, and declares outright 
that the senior Senator from that State— 
Randall Gibson—has never réceived a nomi- 
nation for Congress except at the hands of a 
ring, and that his election to the Senate was 
pro¢ured by the use of money. Houston 
says that he was an eye-witness to the pay- 
ment of some of this money by Gibson's 
managers. But Gibson’s friends had pre- 
viously charged that the election of Eustis 
was brought about by the use of money-bags. 
So honors are easy between the two factions. 


other the result is apt to be disagree-

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mugwump associates and adhere to their

The 
Democrats have secured the control of the 
Government, but now they have got it they 
don't know what to do with it. 


THRIVING COUNUIL BUSINESS. 

The canvass of the vote at the late munici- 
pal election is treated by the Council as a side 
issue. It is taken up as it happens to be con- 
venient. Everybody seems to know just how 
it is coming out, and nobody in the gang is in 
any particular hurry about it. But in the 
meantime the controlling gang in the Council 
is doing a rushing corporation business, 
awarding franchises and privileges right and 
left and preparing the way for levying 
tribute. At a single meeting Tuesday half 
a dozen schemes with money in them were 
considered, and either rushed through or 
well advanced toward ultimate passage. 

One ordinance was introduced among 
others granting authority to a company to lay 
down and operate mains, pipes, feeders, etc., 
for supplying steam and water to be used for 
heating and mechanical purposes, the privi- 
lege to run thirty years. This is unquestion- 
ably a very thrifty enterprise. The ordinance 
makes a pretense of protecting the public 
interest by providing that the company shall 
restore all pavements to as good a condition 
as before they were torn up to lay the pipes. 
This is a mere sham, and it might just as 
well be omitted. It is notorious that the 
new gas company has not restored the street 
pavements to their original condition where it 
has disturbed them in order to lay its pipes. 
The street pavements when they are dug up 
are never restored, and - every excavation is 
simply prelimmary to the rotting process. 
This new ordinance is another scheme for 
tearing up the streets of Chicago without 
giving the property-owners who have paid for 
the pavements any indemnity for the damage. 

One of the cheekiest performances at this 
log-rolling session of the Council was the re- 
calling of an ordinance. already, passed in 
order to incorporate an amendment of special 
value to the company. The ordinance was 
one granting a gas franchise to Mr. George 
P. Everhart and others, but it contained a 
clause prohibiting the sale of the franchise. 
In this shape the ordinance was of no use to 
the projectors, who have no notion of estab- 
lishing a new gas company, but simply seek 
the privilege of selling out a franchise. to 
the old companies. The gang understood 
this.readily, the ordinance was amended as 
requested by Alderman Colvin, and was 
passed immediately, only half a dozen Alder- 
men voting against it. It is now in a shape 
where it can be held in terrorem over the gas 
companies now in existence, and the ring 
Aldermen will get their share of the pro- 
ceeds. 

Other ordinances granting franchises for 
horse and steam railways were rushed 
through, every show of opposition being put 
down summarily by resorting to the previous 
question, and the Council adjourned in a 
wrangle over the vote on one of these 
schemes. The enterprise which the Council 
gang is showing in regard to these franchises 
and blackmailing operations is a good omen 


In one respect. It would seem to indicate 


that the gang Aldermen are by no means 
confident that they will have an easy control 
of the new Council and are consequently dis- 
posed to make the best use of their present 
opportunities. We hope this is the explana- 
tion of their precipitate action now. 


BLOOD THICKER THAN WATER. 

The old saying of Bismarck that dynastic 
influences have nothing to do with the settle- 
ment of international complications seems 
liable to be falsified by the progréss which 
England and Russia are making in the mat- 
ter of the delimitation of the Afghan frontier. 
The Czar of Russia is an absolute despot—at 
least more absolute than the ruler of any 
other civilized nation. In his exercise of 
power he is irresponsible. He could have 
had war, if he had been so disposed, without 
waiting for any outside dictum. That he has 
consented to leave his quarrel with England 
to arbitration shows that some other in- 
fluence has been more powerful than the 
dynastic, and there can be little doubt that 
that influence, if traced to its source, would 
be found to lie in the family relations of the 
Czar himself. 

The arbitrator in this case is in doubt: It 
has been stated that the King of Denmark 
would serve, ‘but later dispatches intimate 
that the venerable Emperor of Germany 
would be called in. In either case the family 
influence ig equally strong.

is only required tor consultation purposes and 


to offset the technical knowledge of M. Gospo- 
din Lessar during the negotiation of the new 
frontier line, but all India and Continental 
Europe believe that the recall 1s equivalent to 
a disavowal of Gen. Lumsden's acts and other 
backdowns for England. Everybody is asking: 
“If Gen. Lumsden is needed at London why 
is not Gen. Komaroff required at St. Peters- 
burg?” All that seems left for the Tories to do 
during the remainder of the — session is 
to make capita! for next 's general elec- 
tion. The discussion of the budget promises 
them their best opportunity for this purpose, 
and they have in preparation an artful amend- 
ment which will censure the proposed increase 
of taxation ou the workingman’s beer while the 
aristocrat’s champagne is to go untouched.

GREAT BRITAIN. 

Mr. Thomas H. S. Escott, editor of the Fort- 
nightly Review and a confidential friend of tue 
Rt.-Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, President of the 
Board of Trade, has an article in the current 
number of the World hinting that the Cabinet 
ig divided as to the renewal of the Crimes-in- 
Ireland act. Earl Spencer, Viceroy for Ireland, 
ig said to insist upon the retention of the full 
powers of coercion provided by the present 
act, and he is supported by Lord Hartington 
and by Mr. George Otto Trevelyaa, late Chief 
Secretary for ireland, while Mr. Chamberlain 
and certain other members of the Cabinet op- 
pose the continuance of the more rigorous 
features of the act. 

Mr. Bright, in a letter to a Durham elector 
on the question of class legislation and labor 
candidates, states that he would not vote for a 
candidate merely because be was a laborer, a 
merchant, or mine-owner, but because he was 
likely to be, and was the most qualified to be, 
a representative of the people in the Legisia- 
ture. What was wanted was a body of honest 
men, intelligent in understanding the interests 
of the nation and zealous in protecting them. 

The Archbishop of York, speaking at the an- 
nual meeting vf the York Pioccesan Society, 
said a good deal had been said about over- 
pressure in schools, but he believed that over- 
pressure might be translated *‘under-feeding.”’

In the French Chamber of Deputies today 
De la Forge of the Radical Left was elected 
Vice-President of the Chamber by 146 votes, 
his opponent, Develle, Opportunist, ‘ receiving 
128 votes. 

Reports reeeived from the Cameroons coun- 
try show that peace has been restored there. 
The murderers of Herr Panteanius, the agent 
of several Hamburg firms, bave been. tried, 
convicted, and shot. 

A story is current at Cronstadt of a mutiny 
on the Russian man-of-war General Admiral off 
Malta. It is said that during the Captain's ab- 
sence on shore the second officer ill-treated the 
men and the latter retaliated, whereupon twen- 
ty of them were put in irons, 

Avices from China report disorders in 
Kuansu, were a Mohammedan revolt nad been 
incited by Russia. Itis said that the Chinese 
Gen. Tsam nas been sent with troops to sup- 
press the revolt. It is believed that the Chinese 
Government came to terme with France mainly 
because of the action of Russia. 

Today being the fete day of St. George, and 
therefore the name-day of the King of Greece, 
the Greek inhabitants of Philippopolis publicly 
displayed their flags in honor of the occasion. 
The display gave offense to he Buigarian in- 
habitants, and rioting ensued, during which the 
flags were torn to pieces, some property de- 
stroyed, and several persons wounded. 

A long, lofty, and wide subterranean aque- 
duct, in perfect condition, nas just been dis- 
covered on the site of ancient Carthage. Twen- 
ty-two Pheenician tombs of the First Epoch, 
together with a number of Phonician and 


Etrusean vases, all well preserved, were like- 


wise brought to light. A Latin inscription 
placed over the site of some baths was also 
found, - 

A Chinese Commission has gone to Tonquin 
with an imperial decree Ordering the evec- 
uation of that country. China has 
agreed to reprimand the Chinese 
officers and inquire into the conduct 
of the troops and, if necessary, punish them 
for the outrage committed during the collision 
at Seoul. Both the Japanese and Chinese 
troops will be withdrawn from Corea and the 
Corean authorities be invited to form a 
gendarmerie under European officers.

Provipence, R. I., May 5.—([Special.J]—An at- 
tachment was today placed upon the property 
of the Bankers’ & Merchants’ Telegraph Com- 
pany by the Third National of New York 
for $50,000. This is the bank in which the re- 
ceivers of the Bankers’ & Merchants’ kept 
their accounts, and they made the levy upon 
all the property—lines, poles, etc.—in Rhode 
Island. Lines of telegraph now bearing the 
name of the Bankers’ & Merchants’ is real- 
ly the property of the American Rapid 
Telegraph Company, andis morigaged to se- 
cure a part of its bonds. The Rapid Company 
is now about to take possession, and it is un- 
derstood that Gen. Harland, who was ap 
pointed receiver of the Rapid Company, will 
regain the property inside of a week. The 
Bankers’ & Merchants’ office here is open and 
doing business, and the manager says that it 
will continue to do 80. 

BurraLo, N. Y., May 4.—(|Special.}—Satur- 
day night the State banking-bhouse of H. J. D. 
Miner made an assignment to Walter D. Holt. 
The assignment was not made known until this 
morning, causing much excitement. The lia- 
bilities are reported at about $300,000. The 
amount of the assets cannot be ascerrained, 
but are said to be nearly if not quite 
enough to pay in full. Miner & Co. 
have for years been doing a banking business 
under a State charter, and they have always 
been regarded as very safe. Dwight” 
Miner, the bead of the bouse, has been Mayor 
of the city. His reputation is first-class. The 
cause of the failure is variously given. One 
of the reasons assigned by the bankers them- 
selves is the depreciation in the value of the 
various railway stocks beld by them as securi- 
ties.

in the minntes of the Council which are sent 
only to the members of the Council. Then at 
the next meeting. under the order of unfin- 
ished business, the report is reached as soon as 
the managers are sure of their vote, and the 
report is concurred in, the previous question 
having cut off all debate or amendment.

Resolwed, Further, that Art. II. of the Constitution 
of the United States should be so amended as to 
require that each State shail appoint, by election, a 
number of the Presidential Electors equal to the 
whole number of Senators and Representatives to 
which the State may be entitied in the Congress, 
and one additional] Elector for every 300,000 votes, 
and for every traction thereof over 150,000 votes 
cast in such State for Presidential Electors, at the 
last preceding election, for President and Vice- 
President; one Elector to be chosen in each Con- 
gressional district, and the additional Electors to 
be chosen by vote of the State at large. 

Mr. Blake moved to lay the resolutions on 
the table, as they bad been before the club 
for some time, and their friends seemed to be 
indifferent regarding their fate.

met at the Sherman House yesterday morning 
and continued its investigation of the tax as- 
sessments of local corporations. No witnesses 
turned up until 10 o'clock. The clerk, who 
had been sent a second time after the Secretary 
of the West Side Gas Company, reported that 
he was told at the office that Mr. Zimmerman 
was sick at his home in Oak Park. He went 
there to find him. At the depot he saw a little 


girl and asked her where Mr. Zimmerman lived. 


She replied, He is my pa, and I am, waiting 
for him to come on the train,” At house 
the clerk was informed that Mr. Zimmerman had 
gone to Milwaukee. The committee is aware 


of the failure of all previous attempts to get 


any information about the West Side Gas Com- 
pany, but is not discouraged. If unsuccessful 
while here in getting hold of Mr. Billings or 
Mr. Zimmerman a sergeant-at-arms will be 
sent after them when the committee returns 
to Springfield. 

Theobald Forstall, engineer of the Chicago 
Gaslight & Coke Company, the first witness 
called, knew next to nothing about the affairs 
of the corporation, as he has charge of the 
manufacturing and distributing departments. 
The capital stock was a little under $5,00u,000, 


and the taxes paid were between $20,000 and 
$25,000. It had no bonded debt. There were 
204 miles of pipe, worth $6,000 or $7,000 a mile. 
He couldn't tell what the assessment was. 

THE CABLE ROAD. 

C. B. Holmes, President and Superintendent 
of the Chicago City Railway Company, testified 
that the capital stock was $3,000,000, the shares 
being held by about 300 persona. The bonded 


debt was about $1,500,000, and it drew 4% per. 


cent interest. He submitted to the Assessor a 
complete list of everything the company owned 
—the number of horses, miles of track, etc., 
and the Assessor placed his valuations on each 
item. Horses were valued at $30, and the State 
Board increased the value. About 250 of them 
were sold at an average of $35. He could not 
tell the gross amount of the assessment of tan- 
gible property. He had given the State Board 
information about the capital, but never made 
a return to the Auditor. There were fifty-five 
miles of track May 1, 1884, worin 
$3,000 a mile for ordinary track. 
The total taxes last year were 
$37,000. In addition to the assessment on 
property the State Board put on $125,000. He 
did not know what the stock was worth, and 
had no doubt if 1,000 shares were. offered it 
would go below par. Very little of it changed 
hands. The dividend last year was 12 per cent; 
before that it was 10. The gross income iast 
year over what was paid in dividends and in- 
terest was not enough to pay for the deprecia- 
tion of property. Tne amount was $450,000. 
He hadn't the slightest idea what the franchise 
was worth, having no data upon which to base 
an estimate. He paid a good deal more taxes 
on bis investment in the railway than in mer- 
cantile investments in other portions of the 
State. He never could see the propriety of 
assessing capital stock after all property had 
been assessed; it seemed to him a doubling up. 


THE NORTH SIDE CORPORATION. 

Jacob Rehm, Vice-President of the North 
Chicago City Railway Company, knew nothing 
about the unsigned return to the Auditor 
which contained only the name of the corpora- 
tion. The capital stock was $500,000 and the 
bonded indebtedness: $1,250,000. The latter 
drew 6 per cent interest. The stock was held 
by a good many people. He didn’t know what 
it was worth. In the last ten or twelve’ years 
sometimes no dividend was paid and at other 
times 6 or 7 per cent. Last year there was a 
surplus, and the dividend was 20 per cent. 
There were thirteen or fourteen miles of double 
track, He did not know how much it was 
worth. He couldn't tell bow much tax was 
paid on the capital stock. The totai taxes in 


1884 was between $16,000 and $18,000. He did | 


not know what the property was assessed at. 
He had never made a sworn statement to the 
Auditor and didn’t know of any one who had. 

Hiram Crawford, Secretary and Treasurer of 
the same company, was unable to tell what the 
assessment of tangible property was; nor 
could he tell what the stock was worth, never 
having sold or bought any. The interest: was 
paid on the bonds last year. The gross re- 
ceipts last year were $800,000. He ,couldn’t 
tell what the expenses were. The company 
was running 136 cars now. The closed ones 
cost $1,000, the open ones something less. It 
had 1,700 horses. ' 

The committee then took a recess until 2 
o'clock, . 

AN INSURANCE COMPANY. 

At the opening of the afternoon sessian 
Robert T. Smith, Secretary of the Traders’ In- 
surance Company, was called to the stand. 
The witness said that the Traders’ Company 
whose home office is at No. 160 La Salle street, 
was organized in 1871 with $1,000,000 capital 
stock, of which $500,000 is paid up. This stock 
had been sold to numerous holders and the 
proceeds invested in Government bonds. In 
1884 a dividend of 10 per cent on the paid-up 
capital stock was paid to the stockholders. 

Senator Rinehart—-What amount of taxes 
does the company pay? 

Mr. Smith—Between $8,000 and 9,000, besides 
what is contributed to the support of the In- 
surance Patrol. 

Questioned as to the value of the company’s 
tangible assets and the manner ip which its 
stock was converted into Government bonds, 
the witness said he was unavle to answer. He 
estimated the gross income of the company in 
1884 at from $400,000 to $500,000. The actual 
selling value of the company’s stock was from 
$1.17 to $1.18. : 

At the close of Mr. Smith’s examination 
Senator Tom Merritt indulged in the following 
reflections: 

That's just what we wanted to know about 
that company. They invest their capital stock 
in Government bonds and then return the stock 
to the Auditor as exempt from taxation, when 
as a matter of factit is a valuable and separate 
property, paying its holders a dividend of 10 


per cent.“ 

John R. Bensiey appeared before the com- 
mittee and was asked if he was interested in 
any company. } 

Mr. Bensley—I am a director of the Western 
Insurance Company, which; however, is out of 
business although it retains its organizatioh. 
We closed out at a loss, dividing rather less 
than $200,000 among the stockholders. 

Senator Merritt—That wiil do Mr. Bensley; 
we have hard enougb work to get in the com- 
panies that are doing business. 

The committee adjourned, subject to the call 
of the Chairman, to meet in Springfield, for 
which centre of statesmanship all the members 
departed last nigtt. | 

Senator Merritt was asked after the adjourn- 
ment what he thought would be the issue of 
the committee's work. 

“I think,” said he, that the committee will 
recommend a law which will make it possible 
to reach a very large volume of property that 
has hitherta escaped taxation—a law with pow- 
er to assess and sell. We have found affairs 
here about as we expected. There are numer- 
ous companies not paying a cent of taxes on 
their capital stock, which would doubtless be 
liable under an enforcement of a proper law.“

A PLAN TO ENLARGE THE CANAL, 


Henry W. Austin, President Scoville of the | 


Prairie State Loan & Trust Company, and 
several other prominent men held a meeting 
in Mr. Scoville’s office at the cornér of Des- 
plalnes and Washington streets yesterday to talk 
over the sewage question. Various remedies 
for the existing evils were proposed. 

Mr. O. Guthrie appeared as a representative 
of the Citizens’ Association to explain the pro- 
visions of Senate bill No. 233. This bill, he 


said, 
canal to a depth and width sufficient to accom- 
modate a volume of lake water large enough 
to swallow up the sewage, so to speak, and 
deprive it of the noxious odors which sicken 
the people along the banks of the canal and 
river. The bill also provides for the steps 
necessary to be taken to protect the surround- 
ing country from flood-water from the Des- 
plaines River and to keep the same water from 
driving the sewage into the lake. The main 
idea of the bill is to protect the drinking-water 
of the people of the city and county and carry 
off the sewage in the most barmiless manner 
through the canal. To this end authority is to 
be giver tothe City of Chicago, its suburbs, 
and adjacent portions of Cook County to unite 
upon a common drainage system after the 
above plan. The proposed enlargement of the 
canal isto be made between Bridgeport and 
Summit without cost to the Canal Commission- 
ers, the city, or the State. Mr. Guthrie had no 
doubt the money could be raised by private 
subscription.
